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According to appointmet,the ſaid Lords,Knightes 
and Gentlemen prepared themſelues to giue their at- 
tendance whenſocuer his Lordſhip ſhould take his 
iourney, and therefore vnderſtanding that he inten- 
ded to take leaue of the king on Thurſeday the one 
and twentieth day of March according to the compu- 
ration of England; the greateſt numberof them be- 
ing very richly apparelled themſclues and extraordi- 
narily appointed for their ſeruants , gauetheir atten- 
dance at Nottingham houſe the ſaid one andtwentie 


day of March, his Lordihip hauing appointed many 


barges and boates for conueying himſelfe , the ſaid 
lords and knights and their company to the Courr, 
the Kings Highneſle then being at Greenwich : the 
ſaid Earle having ordained his owne company to be 
in number asfolloweth : Six Trumpeters clad in O- 
rangecolour Damaske, with cloakes of cloth of the 
ſame colour, and Banners of Damaske with his Ho- 
nours armes WP fr Six Footemen in Orange 
Tawny veluet alike ſuted. Six Pages,clad likewiſe in 
veluct of the fame colour, with their cloakes ſuteable. 
Thirty gentlemen with cloakes of blacke veluet. 
Foureſcore yeomen well apparelled with livery 
cloakes of Orange Tawny cloth, garded with filuer 
& blew ſilk lace. The ſaid noble Earle being thuspre- 
pared went with his ſaid company from Nottingham 
houſe the faid Thurſday about noone, & ſo ſhooting 
the bridge, arrined at Greenwich immediatly after 
dinner : andxthere preſenting himſelfe and his com- 
pany vnto his Maieſtic, was moſt acceptably and gra- 
ciouſly enterteined. After ſome time ſpent in recei-

uing his Highneſle commandement aſwell concer- 
; ning himſelte in his owne particular, asalſo touching 
the conducting and preſenting of Sir Charles Corn- 
wallys knight, who was appointed for to be his Maie- 
ſties liedger Ambaſſadour with the king of Sparze. | 
 Theſaid Ambaſladours, Lords, Knights and Gentle- | 
men humbly taking their leaues of his Highneſle | 
 werefor that night diſmiſſed ; enery one taking him- | 
ſelfe to his lodging , there remaining and expeRing 
his Lordthips turther pleaſure to be knowen when 
they ſhould prepare to ſet forward onthis1ourney. 

His Lordihip hauing now diſpatched his private 
counſels and intendments with his Maieſty and the | 
Lords of the Councel,gaue warning to his ſaid com- | 
pany and followers to be ready againſt Tueſday mor- | 
ning being the ſix and twentieth day ofthe ſaid mo- | 
neth of March. Which time he gaue to prepare | 
themſclues ; for that day he intended to ſet forward, 
On which ſaid day being both mindfull and for- 
ward for his intended Iourney, he was early vpinthe 
morning , and taking the time of thetide, and ſuch 
company as were ready, being tothe number of 80. 
perſons,indiuers barges and boates paſſed from No#- 
tinghaw houſe to Graveſend, and theredined, ſtaying 
for much ofthe company which followed. After din- 
ner they rode from Graueſend to Chatham where he 
lodged that night. The ſame night the Eatle of 
Marre came from the court of purpoſe to congratu- 
late with his Lordthip , and do fuch like priuate offi- 
ces of friendſhip. The next day being wedneſday his 


Lordſhip would haue gone tothe ſhips, which were

then fallen ſo low as 2uynborow, thereriding at An- 
chor and ſtaying our comming, but the weather fell 
out ſomewhat foule and the wind contrary, fo that 
he reſted at Chatham that night. The nextday being 
Thurſday the eight and rwenticth of March, before 
ſeuen of the clocke in the morning his Lordſhip ha- 
uing commanded to be ready divers barges and pin- 
nefſes to carry himfelfe and his followers aboord the 
ſhips, tooke h1s barge, and about tenne of the clocke 
the ſame day entered the ſhip called the Beare, lying 
in 2uynborow Road as afore is ſaid , together with 
the Dew-repulſeand the Waſt-fpight, whichthree 
ſhippes kept company together and lay of purpoſe to 
tranſport his Lordſhip,the Ambaſſadour Lidger,and 
the other Lords , Knights and Gentlemen that were 
of thexcompany and traine. | 

Now what by reaſon of ſtaying for ſome ofthe 
Lords and Gentlemen, as yet not come a boord, for 
the better diſpoſing and ordering all things concer- 
ning the voyage, asalſo for Pong appointing . 
to euery man his roome accordingly. The weather 
likewiſe beirtg not very faire to put toſea, we Ancho- 
red before 2ninborow till Sunday morning being 
Eaſter day and the laſt day of Ma#rch. Ar which time 
the wind comming about tothe Wet and ſtanding 
faire to putto ſea, his Lordihip commandedto wey 
andtofet faile, which was done accordingly : Sailing 
as fatre as the tide would giue themleaue, which was * 
to acertaine Road, between the Sands neere to the 
Shoe Beacon, where they reſted that night. The 
next day being very foule and the wind —

they were faineto ride it out til Tueſday morning be- 
 ingthe ſecondof 4pril. Atwhat time the weather 
.; fell ſomewhat faire, and his Lord(hip being deſirous 
co take all aduantagethat might forward the journy, | 
commanded to wey againe and putto ſca, butthe | 
wind being very flacke, he was becalmed and fo dri- b: 
uen toa flatte neere the Spitts, where for that theride 
was much ſpent, andthe fload comming on, they 
calt Ancor about one of the clocke in theafternoone, 
there ſtaying in expeCation of wind till VVedneſday 
morning, when although there was little or no wind 
ſtirring, yer his Lordſhipſer forward , tiding it asfar 
as they could thatnight.. The next day being Thurſ- 
daycarly in the morning the wind comming ſome- 
what towards the North,his Lordihip cauſed to wey 
Ancor, and fo with expence of time and much pains, 
the thippes recouered Dover Road , where they an- 
cored aſwell tor the receauing in of many ofthe com- 
pany as alſo for taking in freſh water and victualls.. | 
Solſoone as the fleet was diſcouered and comming | 
neere Douer Road, alwell the forts and blockehouſes * {| 
asthecaſtle of Dower ſaluted them with many thot : 
his Lordſhip anſwering them againe both out of his 
owne{hip and our of the reſt alſo with the like. 
That nightthe Lordes and Gentlemen for whom 
they made ſlay at Dower came aboord,and that night 
alſo his Lordthip minded to haue ſet forward , had 
not the Hoie called the George, by ſpending of her 
Maſt, in her paſſage from 24ynborow to Dover, 
cauſed a longer aboad.  - | 
Now for that theſaide Hoie was appointed to 
carric

carrie prouiſion and neceſlaries for the fleete, and 
could not beſo ſoone madeready againe for ſeruice, 
as was deſired, and for that, the winde ſtanding at 
North-caſt wasa faire and fitte windefor going for- 
ward : His Lord[hip aduifed with Sir Richard Lew- 


ſen the Admirall of the fcer, that ſome courſe might 


be preſently had to forward the journey 3 Sir Richard 
therefore with greatcare and extraordinarie paines, 
labouring all chat night, being ſeconded by Sir 79hr 
Treuor Surueyor of che Nauic, vnladed the faide 
Hoic, of all {ich neceffarie prouifions as they were 
like ro vie inthe voyage, and having that night and 
thenext morning diſperfed her luggage ſome in one 
ſhippe and ſome 1n another, and being returned to 
rothe ſhippes , about renne of the clocke a warning 
peece was giuen ; and abouttwo howers after ,.they 


weyed, and failed all thatday being Friday, the fifth 


day of Aprill , vntill the next day being Saturday, 
andthen being becalmed , were faine to caſt ancor 
againe. That nightethe winde comming faire, they 
weiedancor , and ofailedall thatnight till the next” 
day, the winde againe altering,they lay at anchor till 
rowards the cuening, and then ſer forward, ſayling 
vntill tenne of the clocke the next day , and then caſt 
ancor., Abouttenne of the clocke in the euening they 


. weyedancoragaine, and ſo failed with a faire winde 


that nightand the next day. On Wedneſday as we 
failed, his Lordſhip commaunded to hayle a Barke- 
which was diſcouered to be a Barke of Barnſtable in 
Deuonſhire,and came from Bayon in Fraunce,who de- 
clared for newes that there was a yongue Prince

borne in Sp4yne. Now it ſhould ſeeme,his Lordthip 
had receaued vnderſtanding by letters from the right 
Honourable, the Vicount Cramborne, his High- 
neſleprincipall Secrerarie, deliuered.co him whileſt 
welate at road before Dower ; that his comming was 
expected, and prouiſion made for him and his com- 
panie , by the King of Spayre at Saint Anderas. His 
Lordſhip having ſent his prouifion of Horſes, Co- 
ches, Lytters, Hangings, and other his rich furni- 
. tureandneceſlaries : together with his Herbengers 
and other Officers to rhe Groynein ſeuerall Hoies ap- 
_ pointed for that purpoſe : the Kings ſhippe called 
_ the Adnantaze, being their Conucy. His Highneſle 
preſents likewite vnder the charge of Thomas Knoel! 
one of his Maieſties Ecquery , and appointed me(- 
ſenger forthe deliucric thereof to the King of Spaine, 
in theirſaid companie. Aud being vncerteine, whe- 
ther the Kings defignes were aſwell knowen to the 
{aid Herbengers and the reſt, as to himſelfe : hecom- 
maunded captaine Morzan,and one Maſter Pet a Ma- 
ſter Shipwright,and a vety good Mariner ; to goe on 
bord the Re/7itance , being aſhippe of London, and 
one appointed for cariage of prouifion inthis jour- 
ney, to make what way they poſſibly could for the 
Grozne, tocommaund the ſaid thippes prouiſions and 
people, to meet him inthe mouth of the harbour, 


thence to beare in his company for Saint AHn/7eras. 


Burthe ſaid ſhippe was becalmed as was the reſt of 
the fleet hkewite, and could make no way, but kept 
company with vs till Sunday morning; after which 
time we had no more {ight ofher till her comming -

the Groyne, which was the next day after our. arri- 
uall chere. 

On Munday morning earely theland was diſto- 
uered by the flcet, and about tower of the clocke in 
the afternoone , they arriued into the road of the 
Groyne, being a very ſafe ard pleafant harbour. 

We were no ſooner deſcried from the lande ; but 
the Gouernour of the towne Dor Lewys de Carilla de 
Toledo; Setgnenr Peynte Corde ae Carazens, and Go- | 
UErnour of Galicia 5 had commaunded tO make ready 
for interteyning his Lordihip, which was moſt royal- 
ly performed, being vpon entrance into the harbour, 
firſt ſaluted from a torr on the North fide, the rowne 
with twentie great peeces of Ordinance. Then from 
the fort lately buiite vpon the rocke with fixe and 
twentie peeccs of great Ordinauncez and from the 
towne and caſtle with thirtic great peeces of Ordi- 
nance at leaſt. His Lordfhip comming to ancor 
withthe reſt of the ſhippes, gaue them their whole 
broad ſides. Immediatly vpon his Lordſhips arriuall, 
the Gouernour ofthe Towne ſentthe foure princi- 

all officers, Commanders of the Towne together 
with his Brother don 19hn de pachecoand Don Lewis 
ae Carilla ae Toledo his only fonneto giue his Lord- 
ſhipthe welcome, wherein they demeand themſclues 
ſo exceccing kindly, and with the moſt affable and 
refpeiue ſpeecties that might be, excuſing their 
ſlender entertainment by reaſon oftheir late vnder- 
ſtanding of his Lordſhips comming to the Groyne, 
forthat they had intelligence his Lordſhip meant to 
hauc gone to Saint Azaeras. After aſhort time ſpent 
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in complement with theſe Commanders, the Goner- | 


nour himſclfe ( being accompanied with diuers per- 
ſonages of worth came aboardin a barge which ice- 
med to haue been made of purpoſe for this vie. The 
Rowers and Mariners thereof ( being clad in blew 
ſilke Cafloks and Caps, and the barge coner<d with 
blew veluet,and newly painted)reported to his Lord- 
ſhip, thatthe King his maſter had eſpecially written 
to him jn theſe words ; That he ſhouldhaue reſpeR, 
what perſon he was that was comen Ambaſladour, 
from whom he was come, and to whom he was ſent; 
and this he ſhould do euery thing forthe honour of 
theſe three perſons without ſparing any thing that 
might be fitte for his Lord(hips entertainment. And 
therefore the Gouernour intreated his Lordthip to 
goon Land, which he refuſed todo that night , bur 
being much importuned, he promiſed to go onſhore 


che next day. During the Gouernours abode on the 


ſhip there came many on board likewiſc, and they of 
all conditions. Doors of Law,Churchmen, Friers, 
and of all other forts of people; who all ſeemed much 
ro wonder and admire the greatneſle and neatneſle 
of that Galeon as they termed her: exceedingly 
commending and applauding the ſame. Ar the de- 
proges of the ſaid Gouernour trom the ſhippes, his 

ordſhip gaue many pieces of ordinance , which 
were againe receaucd and an{wered from the towne 
and forts. The whole towne indeed being bur a hold 
and fort, bur very ſtrong. That night they ſent from 
the towne vnto his Lordſhip a _ of fiſh & fruit, 


bread and ſuch like commodities as the country 1 
ded, 


r3 
ded, excufing that they were not ableto ſhew their 
louein better ſort vnto his Lordſhip:forthat Munda 
the day of his arriuall being Saint Markes day _ 
them, andthe Fiſhermen as then not going to ſea, 
and alſo hauing teaſted as that day for ioy of the birth 
of the yong Prince : they were the more vnfurni- 
ſhed of better preſent and more fitte for his entertain- 
ment. | 
On Tueſday the fGxtienth day of April, his Lord- 
ſhip prepared ro go on ſhore, to his lodging, which 
was prepared for himat the gouernours houſe, which 
houſe is the whole pleaſure of the towne, for that it 0- 
uerlooketh the whole harbor and is ſeated in the hearr 
of the towne. The gouernour likewiſe hauing taken 
great care to receiue his Lordſhip in the moſt honou- 
rable manner : and therefore had vpon intelligence 
of our comming to the Groyze, cauſedtobe builded a 
bridge of Timber aboue forty yards long and pain- 
ted the ſame, yellow red and blew, and garniſhed the 
ſame with many pencels of {ilke of like colours very 
formally and planted the way into the towne with 
boawes of Baies and Orangetrees, and ſtrewed the 
ſame with ruſhes and flowers. The whole company 
ofthe towne and many more of the Country (being 
as was ſuppoſed) drawen thither for this purpoſe on- 
ly, all ready togiuehis Lorſhip entertainment after 
the beſt faſhion; when the time came that his Lord- 
ſhip might conuenientlyland , for vntillchree of the 
clocke after noone the flood was not, vpon which he 
muſt of neceſſity land , the Gouernour ſent divers of 


the Commanders of the townto giue notice, thathe 
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andother the Magiſtrates of the towne would attend 


vponthebridge, his Lord(hip thereupon tooke his 
barge carying in the head therot,an Ancient of white 
filke, with the picture of theſunne in the vpper part 
thereof ; his Moro-or word being Deſtr Nz" Repos, 
written in maner of a Beud, within the fame, and ſo 
came in very honourable maner to the bridge, where 
ſtaied for himthe ſaid Gouernor, Iudges and Magi- 
ſtrates of the towne, enterteining the Englith as they 
landed, the whileſt the muficke, being Shagbots and 
Hoboyes &placed for that purpoie vpon the bridge, 
plaied ſweet and deleable melody , and forthe Spa- 
niards intermingling themſclues with the Englith ac- 
cording to their _—_— , euer giuing the righthand 
to the Englitn, paſſed into the Towne in order as fol- 
loweth. Firſt went foure of his Lordihips ſeruants, 
who were appointed Marthals for his traine. After 
followed certaine of his officers in his houſe &cham- 
ber intheir liueries. Next after followed the gentle- 
men his ſeruants and efpeciall officers in their liueries 


of blacke veluet, Then followed the Eſquires and 


Knights cuery one according to his degree: then with 
our Lords and Nobles, divers Spaniſh Commanders 
and Iudges of the kingdome of Gzlc:2. Ar their en- 
trance into the tan, there was thot offan exceeding 


_ great volley of ſhot both great and ſraall, andſo they 


paſſed all on foot to ths Condies houſe, and atthe 
entranceof his Lord{kip into the houſe, there were 
ſhot off a great number of Chambers, being for that 
purpoſe, as1t ihould iceme, planted ouer againſt the 
Condics gate, His Lordſhip being thus recciued was 

exccedingly 


'@ 1 
exceedingly well appointed and lodged. Thatnight ” 
what by reaſon of the littleneſle of the roome and the 
muchneſſe ofthe company , he was both lated, and 
could not but be much troubled at his Supping, 
wherein the Cond and his officers,did make manifeſt 
their exceeding care and-reſpectto haueallthingsto 
content his Lordthip,and thecompany with ſo much 
attendance and obſeruyance, as 1t was rather a trouble 
and offence to any well minded ro ſeetheir extraordi- 
nary paines taken inther feruice, than caule of excep- 
tion in any wife, elpecially for that it did appeare, 
There was prouided what the. countrie could any 
way affoord. 

There his Lordſhip reſted from that timeforward, 
ſometimes riding abroad to take the aireon horſe- 
backe, other times in his Carroch, &euer with much 
applauſe and admiration of the people. So that it 
could not but giue him much contentment to ob- 
ſerne how welcome he ſeemed generally to the 
whole country. In his paflages abroad he tooke oc- 
caſion to ſhew his bounty to the poore,which in that 
place abound greatly,;nany of them being very miſc- 
rable creatures to ſee , and wherewith his Lordſhip 
was in mercy & charity much moued,not ſparing his 
purſe one houre in the day 3 for beſides whathe gaue 
abroad , he neuer ſhewed himſelte in his gallery bur 
heprouided good ſummes of money to giue for re- 
liefe of thoſe miſerable poore people, who indeeed 
during his abode there made little account of other li- 


uing than of hisreliefe. 


Whileſt we reſted in the Groynea certalne mari- 
ner 
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nerbeing oneof the Repulſe,and hauing vpen Wed- 
neſday the ſeuenteenth day of the preſent moneth of 
April broughton thore ſome company and ſtaying 
in Towne vntill amongſt lewd compariy he became 
tipled; that thereby he gaue offence in his behauiour, 
by violent ſtriking of one of the Churchmen of the 
rowne, although it was not diretly complained of 
by any, either ofthe Church or of the towne, yet by = 
chance came tro his Lordſhips knowledge , who for 
__ thathereceaued ſuch extraordinary kind and liberall 
| vhage both for himſelfeand his followers, and char 
_ generally from all,it no other cauſe mightmoue him 
but that, was much offended therewith,and therefore 
thought good to take due puniſhment of thatſo foule 

a fault, commanding that preſent inquiry thould be 
made through all the ſhippes; who ofthem had been 
on ſhore, at laſt finding the offendour, he committed 
him preſently co the Bibboes,there to remainetil] rhe 
next day which was Friday, what time he appointed 
Sir Richard Lewſon,his Admirall and Marſhall to call 
vnto him the other Admiralls and Captaines of the 
flecte, and throughly to examine the offence and ac- 
cordingly to proceed without any reſpec or fauour. 
They calling before them the ſaid offendour, and fin- 
ding indecd that the fellow was drunke and by no 
meanes could remember whether he had ſtroken the 
ſaid Churchman or no ; & although the maner of his 
ſtriking was ſo flight, and the party ſaid to beſtroken 
ſo vile in reputation of the whole city , as they gene- 
rally pitied any man ſhould once be called in queſtt- 


onfor fo baſe a perſon : the ſaid Pt and 
| urie 
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| Iurie proceeded and finding him guilty of ſtriking 

the ſaid Churchman, being contrary to Law and his 
Lordſhips former decrees inthat behalfe, adiudged 
himtobe preſently hanged. Heereitisto be vnder- 
ſtood that the matter conld not be fo priuately caried 
but many of the Towne and ſome Churchmen allo, 
had made meanes to get aboard and ſaw the procee- 
ding ſo auſtere & reſolute , that preſently they lollici- 
ted the Conde & the Honourable Condeſle his wite 
vpon any condition to hinderthe execution. VVhere- 
of, when the Conde, but eſpecially the Condefle and 
her daughter had taken notice, they neuer left intrea- 
ting his Lordihipto recall his auerred ſentence and 
iudgement : and which co do h1is Lordſhip could not 
without offering much vnkindneſfle refuſe or denie. 
Many reaſons were alleadged by che Conde and the 
Condeſle, that the party offended was a man vile in 
reputation and eſteemed as a man halfe Lunartike,that 
the offence was not a malicious or determinate wil- 
ful offence, and therefore, the premiſles conſidered, 
his Lordthip could nor but with more judgement 
paſle it ouer, than ſo ſcuerely proſecute the execution 
of Iuſtice vpon ſo mean a caule,eſpecially ſithence no 
information or complaint was bythe party offended, 
or by any other of the Court proſecuted on his be- 
halfe. His Lordihip thus vrged,granted he thould be 
deliuered vnto the Conde, tobe vied as he thought 
good,& therefore commanded he (hould be bank 
on land and deliucred vnto him , which was done, 
one of the Maſters going along with him , the Boat- 


ſon leading him with a halter abouthis necke, who 
D when 
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when he came before the Conde,fel on his knees,and | 
would haue made much proteſtation, but the Hono- 
rable Conde,tooke him vp,tooke off the halter fro his 

' necke,and commanded him to be carried to eat in the 
Buttery , for that the dolefull lookes of the man, mo- 
ned much pity inthe Conde. 

On Tueſday the foure and twentieth day of 4prl, 
p<cordingro the computation of E-glard, his Lord- 
ſhip ſolemnized the feaſt of Saint George, which was 
done in very ſolemne maner, and with the more re- 
gard forthat the rowneſmen taking notice of his in- 
rendment to feaſt, came in rroupes.to ſee and obſerue | 
the faſhions of Exeland : his Lordihip therefore ha- 
uing deſired ſufferance of the Conde, to vic his owne 
officers for that day , appointed to be {erued after the 
faſhion of Englzrd, both in ſeruice and diet. And 
wheras the Conde had for his Lordthips ſtate, fer vp 
a cloth of Eſtate with his proper armes, his Lordſhip 
commanded to ſet vp a ſtate of hisowne being rich 
of Bawdkim, without armes, otherthen thearmes of 
| his Highnefle with S. Georges crofle, as is the cu- 
ſtome,his owne armes was placed a good diſtance off 
vponthe hangings,andon the right hand of the cloth 
of Eſtate, for that both the roome was molt conueni- 

= entas allo it was thought the Conde would haue di- 

Et _- ned withhis Lordſhip, ashe was deſired. Afterpri- 

5 uate praiers in his chamber,and that moſt of his com- 

_ pany was come to him , & dinner being ſerucd in ac- 
_ cordingly, his Lordſhip came forth in his robes of $. 

George,to meet the Conde.Butthe Condeftearing to 


E - do any thing that might impeach the honour of his 
Maſter

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Maſter or be preſent there to heare any thing pro- 
nounced, which might offend him inreſpe& of the 
honour of his Maſter, after that he had ſtaied roſee 
his Lordſhip wath and ſer atthe Table praicd leaue 
and ſo went to his private lodging. Arthe comming 
in ofthe ſecond courſe, according to the faſhion of 
Enzland,the Kings ſtile was proclatmed inthree ſeue- 
rall languages by Somerſett herauld crying, Largeſle, 
who had a liberall reward for theſame. And ſo his 
Lordthip being ferued very honourably by perſons 
ot the becter fort, and very richly in diet and in plate, 
ended hisdinner, fitting alone at rhe table, but diuers 
other Lords, Knights and Eſquires ſitting in the ſame 
roome at two other tables by. 

After dinner,the Conde came to congratulate his 
Lordihip ſeeming much to repent him, that he kept 
not him copany atdinner,ftthence he had vnderſtood 
by his brother (who ſtood all dinner time there, and 
well obſeruing all) thatthere was not any thing, that 
might giue the leaſt cauſe of offence or exception. | 
Therfore the Conde diſcouered that he much deſired 
tokeepe him company at Supper, Which he did, his 
Lordſhip fitting as he did at dinner , vnder the esko- 
cheon of his own armes, the Conde on theſame ſide 
but on the left hand the cloth of Eftate and at the 
lower end ofthe table. Vhileſt they fate at Supper, 
much company came in to ce them, diuers Ladies 
and other Gentlemen of the better fort comming 
privately ro obſerue the faſhion of ourſtare , which 
his Lordſhip performed moſt honourably and order- 


ly, to the glory of our nation, and to no ſmall honour 
L- of 
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of himſelte. 1 Rs 
Wedneſday , the foure and twentieth day of the 


ſaid moneth of April about noone, there came a 
gentlcanan from the Court , who gave notice to the 
; Conde and his Lordſhip, that , that night Don Blaſco 
de Aragon nephew tothe Duke of Terra nous : one 
_ that had been formerly in Eeland with the Conſta- 
ble would be there , who indeed about ſeuen of the 
| clockethat night, came accorcingly , to falutehis 
Lordthip fromthe King his maſter, and to give vn- 
derſtanding both of the preparation for his Lord- 
ſhip 2nd his company vpon the way as alſo what or- 
der ſhould be preſently taken , for tacir more ſpeedie 
Tourney. 

Tueſday, the thirtieth of 4p77l, there wasappoin- 
ted a Communion on ſhipbooud, ro the which reſor- 
ted diucrs Knights and Gentiemen, and as many as 
could conueniently cometo the fame. 

On Wedneſday & Thurſday his Lordſbjp treated 
with the Conde, the ſaide Doy Blaſco and Don 1aſpar 
de Bullion the Apoſentador,Mayor to the King,which 
faide Jaſpar de Bullion was lately come from the 
Court of purpoſe to-prouide for his Lordſhip and his 
traine with commiſſion from the King to ſce them 
furniſhed of all neceſlaries for their Iourneying. 

In this conference (notwithſtanding it had beene 
formerly vnderſtood , there ſhould be no wantof 
meanes or neceſlarics, for his Lordſhip and his peo- 
ple in their tourney to Court) it appeared that the 
company being numbred by the pole to be 650. per- 


ſons of all ſorts , beſides their carriages which were 
very 
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very many : the country could by no meanesſupply 
the whole number : thereforeit was thoughtgoodto 
lefſen them, as much as conueniently they might, re- 
ſoluing to leaue diuers of his Lordſhips owne people 
abord the ſhips, till they returne : ſomeallo weredi- 
ſpatchedfor Eneland,with the Carroches,Litters and 
Mares, and ſuch other his furniture, as by Don Blaſco 
was vnderſtood he ſhould hauelittlevſeof. And for 
that, beſides riding mules we vnderſtood there were 
ſentthither by the King foure licters,and foure coches 
which ſtaied for vs at villa Franca, forthe more cafe 
of his Lordſhip when he pleaſed and for thereliefe of 
any Gentleman that might happen to beſicke vpon 
the way , which in ſo long and tedious a tourney was 
likely to be. And indeed as it happened moſt of them 
were put to v{e,one coch and one litter being appoin- 
red for his Lordſhips owne vie, another coch and 
litter appointed to the Ambaſſadour-Leager,andthe 
other ſeruing ſometimes one and ſometimes another, 
as occaſion Sar and they deſtred. 

Thurſday theſecond day of May, there was prepa- 
red inthe market place, acertaine peece of ground 
railed in ſquarethe ſpace of ewenty yeards or more, 
with Scaffolds » built of purpoſe about the fame: 
whereinthe Englith were very ſufficiently appointed 
and placed, for theſecing of theſe ſports. His Lord- 
ſhip and other the Noblemen were placed inſeucral} 
windowes, in avery faireroome inthe Kings State- 
houſe, being for thatpurpoſe hanged with rich Arras 
and ſeuerall clothes of Eſtate ouer the windowes, on 
the wall onthe outfidethe houſe : they being come 
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tro their ſtandings , the Ladies and better ſort of the 
trowne being likewiſeplacedin a conuenient roome 
for that purpoſe , they began their ſports afterthis 
maner. Firſt, there was brought in a caſtle wherein a 
Lady was encloſed, and kept by foure monſters. The 
ſaid caſtle being placed in the middeſt ofthe Squa- 
dron, there appeared foure Knights armed,with their 
Pages going before them with Drums and Fife play- 
ing : who preſently aſſailed the caſtle, ſurprizedthe 
monſters, relieued the Lady and ſo ſet fire of the ca- 


id ſtle. This deuife being,as we vnderſtood of it,as much 
: ro ſhew the ſtrangenefle of the fire works , which in-

| white. Then came a third conipany being fourein 


number, in coloured armours likewiſe , with croflc 

on their breaſts in ſhew like knights of Marta, bring- 
ing in with them a chariot wherein the chiefe fate 
Peace, Plenty and othervertues, being likewiſe plan- 
ted in the fame : with theirſeuerall names written on 
their backes. Atter whom likewiſe followed foure o- 
ther knightes armed, with trumpets founding. When 
they hadall appeared , they fell to Barriers according 
tothediretion of certaine Gentlemen appointed to 
marſhall theſame. Some of our Engliſh Lords and 
Knights being intreated by the Spaniards to aſſiſt 
them therein alſo : they encountered one another 


lingle firſt bytwo, after increaſing their number ac- 
cording 
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cording to the pleaſure of the Indges and Marſhals; 
when they had broken their ſtaues (or atleaſt done 
their beſt to breake them) retiring , fell toit againe 
with their {words,according to the manerof Barriers, 
fine blows a peece. In a Scaffold direQly oppoſite a- 
oainſtthe place, wherein the Lords ſtood, ſatethe 
Iudges of theſe ſports amongſt whomthe Lord Ho- 
. ward of Effingham was intreated by the Magiſtrates 
ofthe towne to be one, which Indges vpon cuery en- 
counter gauereward to the beſt deſeruer : as Scarfes, 
Gloues, Choppimors,Ribbens, and ſuch like which 
were by the Knights thanketully receaued , ' and be- 
ſtowed as fauoures vpon their miſtreſles ; atlaſtthe 
Knights encountered pe// well, one another ; and as it 
ſeemed ina very furious maner. But the Barre being 
made in fathion like a trough , and many fire works 
being cunningly contriued in the ſame, and duely 
rooke fire, and ſo with flame and ſmoake they were 
parted. 

Theſe ſports ended, there was a banquet caried vp 
to his Lordſhip & other the Lords and Ladies which 
were in another roome next adioining, being indeed 
both plentifull and coſtly, and ſerued in by the chiefe 
Gentleman of the Country and Towne. The ban- 
quet ended, and night comming on there were 
brought into the ſame place diuers fire works : one in 
the faſhion of a Chariot, another likethe wheele of 
Fortune, another like a Caſtle, and ſuch like garded 
and attended with divers wild men, with clubbes and 
wheeles, with ſeuerall fire works : menriding with 


ſpeares intheir hands all conteining {quibbes and fire- 
workes, 
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workes, with which they ranne at one another, as in | 
maner of Tilt. The diuerſities ofthe fire workes were 
- many, and for the ſtrangeneſle and maner of perfor- 
mancethereof, generally commended and fo well 
liked astwo houres ſpent in that paſtimeſcemed but 
a moment. | 

Friday thethird day of May his Lordſhip hauing 
his company furniſhed, with conuenient Mules for 
riding, as alſo for cariage of their trunks and neceſſa- 
ries, about cleuen of the cloke accompanied with the 
Gouernour and other the Magiſtrates ofthe towne, 
ſerforward on his iourney. Den Blaſco de Arazon, and 
Don Jaſþar de Bullion the chiete Herbenger for the 
King, accompanying his Lord(hip for the purpoſes 
aforeſaied : in the paſſage from the towne the waits 
and thagbots were placed playing all the while: ; ar 
our departing from the towne andour leauetaking of 
the Gouernour, they gaue a ſmall volley of ſhot out 
of the towne. His Lordihip being halfe a mile out of 
the towne andyer within fight of the ſhips as they 
lay at Road , theſaid ſhippestooke their leaue alſo of 

vs with many peeceof ordinance. 

The ſaid Goucrnour, as before is mentioned is na- 
med Dor: Lews, de Carilla de Toledo ec. and is of the 
countrie of Caſti/lx, but appointed heere by the King 
as Gouernour of the Groyn and all the country of Gal- 
licia: a man of very mild and affable behauiour, very 
curteous and moſt reſpectiue of the Engliſh in ge- 
nerall, as by the great care and good viage of 
vs whileſt we lodged tn the Groyz apveared, 


That night being as is atore{aied the third day of 
May 
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May , according to the compuration of Exeg!ind we 
rodeto Byraunce, being diſtant three leagues from ' 
the Groyn,where his Lordihip and his company were 
well entertained and lodged. 

Saterday the fourth day of May, we rode from By- 
tannce to a certaine town called Yil/a Alua,s. leagues, 
where our entertainment was ſuch as the townc 
could affoord, by reaſon of the meanes thereof. 

Sunday the fifth day of May we rode forward to a 
very faire rowne called Zago,being diſtant from Yilla 
Alua ſeven leagues. The Alcaylde and other officers 
of the town, mecting his Lordthip about halfe a mile 
without. the gates, and accompanying vs intorthe 
towne, theſtrects being decked with bowes andthe 
wals of their houſes garniſhed with their beſt hang- 
ings and furniture. Inthe way comming thither his 
Lordihip receaued lerters of intelligence and congra- 
tulations from the Conde atthe Groyne , which he 
accepted very kindly. 

The meſſenger bcing diſpatched from Lego, and 
rewarded with a chaine of Gold ofgood value : on 
Munday we rodeto a certaine townecalled Terra Ca- 
feelladiſtant from Lago eight leagues. 

Tueſday the ſeuenth day of May, we trauelled all 
the morning vp to a high mountaine by the ſpace of 
fix leagues, and dined art a litle village called cebrera, 
where we recciued ſuch intertainmeEt vnexpected, as 
was altogether in an arbor of green bowes made of 
purpoſe of fuch a-conuenientlength, that that recei- 
ued his Lordſhip and allthe better fort of his traine. 


And after dinner we rodeto acertaine towne called 
E Villa 
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Villa Franca, being diſtant {ix leagues, where his Lord- 
ſhip was receaued with the rowneſmen, the ſtreets b 
all the way where we paſled being garniſhed wir 
bowes and ſtrewed with hearbs and flowers : muſicke 
being likewiſe placed neere the houſe where his 
Lordſhip ſhould lodge. = | 

Wedneſday forthat the company were ſomewhat 
weary, his Lordſhip diſpoſed himſſelfe to reſt: chiefly, 
for that the Ambaſladour Leadger complained of 
ſickeneſle, as allo torelieuethe Mules, forbearing to 
trauell inſo foule weather as it fell out to be the ſame 
day. 

Thurſday theninth day of May we rode by a town 
called Conguſta, to Beubibre, to bed, where his Lord- 
| ſhip waslodgedin acaſtle of the Conde de Aluali/ta, 
but very old and meane. The towne being ſo ore 
and men alſo, as if the officers of his Highneſſe, had 
not then , as indeed they did , taken more than ordi- 
nary painesand care, it had not beenpoſſtble to haue 
lodged halfe the Company. 

Friday the tenth day of May, we came to Aſtorga 
being a city walled and ſtanding in a' pleafant and 
champion country, andconteining in it many Chur- 
ches, amongſt which one is a Cathedrall, two Frie- 
ries and two Noneries.: A mile without the towne 
we were met with the Alcayldy and Qfficers of the 
rowne, ouer the gates hung diuers guidons and ban- 
ners of ſ1]ke : one ofthem being alarge white banner 
of Damaske, in faſhion ofa Guydon andplacedin 
the middeſt of the reſt. Muſicke likewiſeplaying all 
the way as we palled, the houſes garnithed with their 


beſt 
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beſt hangings,andthe ſtreers ſtrewed with hearbs and 
flowers. 

Saturday the eleuenth day of May his Lordſhip 
hauing had vnderſtanding of thefaireneſle of the ca- 
ſile there belonging to the Marqueſſ of 4ſtorga, ard 
being deſired by Dor Blaſco to take view thereof, in 
paſſing outof the towne,alighted to ſee the ſame : the 
houſe indeed being a very ſtrong caſtle and having in 
it a very faire gallery with many goodly piftures and 
pieces of painting both largeand coſtly , and alſo a 
rich library with many fine rarities inthe ſame. After 
riding foure leagues to a certaine rowne called LZz 
Ban'eſa , where in the way comming we were mette 
with divers Gypſies(as they termed them) men and 


women dauncing and tumbling much afterthe Mo- 


riſco faſhion,continued till we cane to the towne. 


Sunday the twelfth day of May we rode eight. ' 


leagues toa towne called Benavente, where a mile 
without the towne Alcaylde & chiefe Officers of the 
towne metvs : bringing with them a company of 
Gypſies likewiſe, ſinging and dauncing, playing and 
ſhewing diuers fears of actiuity : conducting his 


Lordthip to the Conde of Benevante his houſe 


where helodgedthatnight. 

Munday we rode forward eight leagues , to a cer- 
tainetowne called 77/4 Garcia, where we were recea- 
ued with a morriſe daunce of certaine comely gen- 
tlemen, being in numbereight, as alſo with eight 


\ Boyesattiredlike Satyres or Shepheards with Shep- 


heards hookes , who as they dauncedplaied with the 


ſame after the faſhion of Mattachyna. 
E 2 In 
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Inthis Towne is a very faire Colledge wherein is 
only taught the rules of Grammar,and grounds ofthe 
Latine tongue. Ir conteineth about 600. Scholers : 
the Church a very faire Church, very richly ſet out 
with many goodly peeccs of painting : the Altar and 
Quier exceeding rich and faire. From hence his 
Lord(hip receaued order bythe Kings officers to go 
to a certaine towne called Simancas, which though it 
was rather further in diſtance than Ya//adol:a, yet for 
that his Lordſhip ſhould not come late nor his com- 
pany ouer-wearied, this towne was appointed to re- 
ceiue him before our comming to the Court. Other 
reaſons were giuen, that is, in the right way between 
Villa Garcia and Valladolid , a bridge was lately bro- 
ken, whereby of neceſſity we muſt hauepaſled;- and 
alſo thatthe King deſired we ſhould enter through 
the high ſtreet and the beſt part ofthe towne, which 
wedid:and therefore appointed our way by Cimancas, 
Accordingly we came to Smarnces on Tueſday at 
night ſomewhatlate, being ouertaken with extraor- 
dinary foule weather, and greatlie annoyed with the 


ſame. 
- Inthe way between Yi/la Garcia and Simancas we 


_ paſſed bya very faire monaſtery of Monkes of the or- 


der of S. Benedick , being notlong ſithence builded, 
but exceeding faire and rich : whereunto there is be- 
longing incloſed as much ground, as the walthereof, 
being of ſtone, is in circuit, a league, or better : with- 
in whichis all kind of game royall as Pheſants , Par- 
tridges, Hares, Coniesand ſuch like. The Church 


heereis very curiouſly and workemanly built, and

garniſhed with many curious peeces of painting, 
with Copes very rich, and very curiouſly wrought. 
That night at Supper , his Lordſhip hadnotice, 
that it was the Kings pleaſure , we ſhouldreſt at S/-

dour for England , accompanied with diners others, 
who hauing congratulated his Lordſhip, ſtaying 
with him ſome halfe houre or there abputs , de- 
parted. | 

That night we vnderſtood that it was the Kings 

leaſure, his Lordſhip ſhould come to Court on 
Thurſday, whereupon euery one taking notice there- 
of madepreparartion accordingly. 

Thurſday being the ſixteenth day of May, weſtaid 
till aſter dinner expeQing to receaue more particular 
directionsfrom Court, at which timetherecameto 
attend his Lordthip thither. The marqueſle of Came- 
raſſa, Don Pedro de Suniga, Don Tuan de Taſsis , Don 
Blaſco de Aragon, and diuers other Knights and Gen- 
tlemen ofthe Kings houſe and chamber, bringing 
with them diuers coches,ſo that his Lordſhip was in- 
rertained by Don Blaſco,and the Marqueſle in the firſt 
coch ; the Ambaſſadour Leager , by ſomeorhers in 
the ſecond; other Knights arf! Gentlemen filling af- 
wellthe other coches, which came along fromthe 


Groyne, as thoſe which were brought from Court by 
Ez theſe 
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theſe Lords. Aﬀeer we had trauelled about foure En- 
gliſh miles (for from Cimarncas to the Court it was 
accounted but {ix ) and hauing been met with many 
of the better ſort , in their coches, his Lordſhip was 
moued by Doz Blaſco and the reſt,to go into a certain 
banquetting houſe which ſtood vpen the high way, 
roſee the delicacy ofthe orchards and gardens, as to 
taſt ofthe varicty of fruits within the fame. But we 
ratherſuppoſe to make ſtay for ſuch Nobles as were 
appointed by the King to giue meeting to his Lord- 


ſhip, and werenot as then come forward. During his 


Lord(hips ſtay in this garden there was a hotſe pre- 
ſented vnto him fromthe King, which the King him- 
ſclfe did vie to ride on. After they had ſtaied there 


bythe ſpace of along houre or more, there came 


from the Towne diuers Noblemen, the chiefte wher- 
of was, the Duke of Fryas Conſtable of Caſti/hi, the 
Kings late Ambaſſadourin Ezgland : the Duke of 1z- 
faptaſee : the Duke of Alberquerques * the Duke of 
Cea : the Duke of Se/a : the Duke of Paſtraua + The 
Marqueſle of 8. Germaz : the Conde of Chincos: the 
Conde af Punion en Roſtro-: the Marq. de Lauaneſſa: 
the Conde of Aguylar : the Conde de Berofa : the 
Condeae Nieua: the Conde de Cornus : the Conde 
de Paredes :the Conde de Lodofa : the Marquee de! 
Carpio: the Marqueſſods Tawera : the MarqueſſdePil- 
ta Nucna: the Conde 4pala:Conde de Salinas:Marg.

other Lords and Knights in great number. His 


Lordſhip ſetting forward in very goodorder, accom-

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panied with a great multitude of Nobles, Knights 
and Gentlemen, as afore isſaied. The weather being 
all char time extraordinarily hot, ſuddenly to the 
great diſordering of all the company , there fell ſo 
great a ſhewer of raine as the like was not ſeene of 
long time before : and continuing till the company 
could gettothe towne, notwithſtanding which his 
Lordſhip kept ſtill his horſe backe,accompanied with 
many ofthe chiefe of the company , and riding for- 
ward to his appointed lodging , which was in a very 
faire houſe ofthe Conde of Saline , andnotfarredi- 
ſtant from the Court ; an infinitenumber of people, 
$00. coches filled with Ladies were gotten our ofthe 
rowne to meet and ſce his Lordſhip and his compa- 


ny, all which tooke part of this great ſhewer to their - 


nolittle diſcomforr. | 

The order of our goifig into the towne was ap- 
pointed as followeth : Firſt rode two Trumpets, all 
the ſumpter and carriages being about two houres 
before ſent into the towne : after whom followed 
certaine. Gentlemen ſeruants .to the Knights and 
Lords, -as alſo the Leadger Ambaſſadours ſeruants 
in liuveries very faire to the number of ſixty.

fore mentioned; which order, for thatthe raine fell

hy before they could ger thither. His Lordſhip accom- 
panicd as afore and entring into the towne at the 
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er Gate called La Puerta del Campo, paſſed through the

mW That night came diuers Noble men as alſo the 
| Mayordomo to the Queen to viſit his Lordſhip from 
her Highneſſe,which was much wondredat by the 
Spaniards themſelues , for that (if they ſpeake true) 
they neuer knew the like fauour done to any Ambaſla- 
dour whatſocuer. | 

The next day being Friday the ſeuenteenth day of 
May , there cameto viſit his Lordſhip the Duke of 
Lerma, Don Franciſco Gouees de Sandoual ec. a man 
of cſpeciall regard and account with the King , ac- 
companied with diuers Dukes and Condes. 

Thicher alſo that day came the Duke of Medyna de 
Ryeſeco, ayouth of tenyeares of age, Admirall of Ca- 
feilla by inheritance, accompanied with diuers other 
Lords and men of great account. . 

 Vpon Saterday the eighteenth day of May in the 
- morning the King ſent the Conde a Guklues, and 
diuers

diuers others of his Priuy chamber to viſithts Lord- 
{hip the ſame day. 

The firit audience ſomewhat before dinner 3 his 
Lordthip had intelliget:ce that the Kings Maieſty in- 
tended to gine him audience in the after noone 3 
whereofthe Englith Lords, Knights and Gentlemen 
raking notice prepared themſclues to giue theirat- 
rendance, although not in ſo good faſhion as they 
| defired,& would , had they had vnderſtanding there- 
of ouer night: his Lordthip therefore ſtaying his 
Highnefle pleaſure, aboutthree ofthe clocke in the 
afcer noone. 

The Conſtable accompanied with twenty No- 
blem#n or more, whereof three or foure of them 
were of the Grandes of Spaine ; and diuers other 
men of dignity and eſteeme in the Court, bring- 
ing with them many coches, came to condudt his 
Lordſhip andthe company to the Court; _ peo- 
i were gathered in the ſtreets to ſee the paſſage of 

is Lordſhip & his company. The number of the co- 
ches was about twenty 3 but notwithſtanding my 
of our Noblemen and Knights rode vpon thceirric 
footeclothes , the Kings guard waited euen from the 
vttermoſt gate of the Pallace to the Preſence cham- 
ber dore, being all newly ſuited in colloured veluet 
yellow &red,bur in ſeuerall habits; that thereby they 
might be the betrer diſtinguiſhed being in number 
300. whereof there are 100. Swiſlers, 109. Spaniſh 
horſemen, and 100. Wallons. At thePallace gate 
ſtood diuers Noble men, Knights and Gentlemen, a- 


monegſt whom was the Duke of 1»fantaſzo, the Mar-

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queſle of Pellada, and others all appointed to receaue 
and giue his Lordſhip entertainment, and to conduct 
and guide the company vp into the Preſence , where 
the King fate vnder a rich cloth of Eſtate, and by him 
ſtood eight Grandes of Spaine couered.

His Lordſhip hauing deliuered his mind in Orati- 
on by the mouth of Maſter Gyles Porter his Interpre- 
ter, as alſo the Kings Maieſties Letters into his High- 
neſſe owne hands : the King deſcending from his 
chaire gauc intertainmentto his Lordſhip with moſt 
kind and affable behautour, appointing himto ſitte 
downe by him and that very neere, which eſpeciall 
fauour was much obſerued, and reported as athing 
neuer vſed to anv Ambaſſadour before that time. 

_ Someſhorttime ſpent in conference with his Lord- | 
ſhip, his Highneſle was pleaſed torake noticeof ſuch 
Nobles and Gentlemen , as accompanied his Lord- 
ſhip in this his long and painfull journey : andthere- 
upon required they ſhould draw neere , which they 
did, each after other, todo theirreuerence, and ,as 
they ſay, Beſar las manos , which was only in bowing 
low to theground, without touching eitherhand or 
foor, or any other part of his garments: this done his 

Lordſhip 
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Lordihip tooke his Jeaue, and the King appointed 
the Conſtable and others to condu@ his Lordſhip 
and company to the Queenes fide : wherein a ve 
faire preſence, fate her Highneſle with the 1»fanza by 
her, vnder arich cloth of Eſtate , accompanied with 
many Ladies and Maides of Honour, diuided on ei- 
therſide the ſame roome, a good diſtance each from 
other, ſtanding cloſe by the wall, almoſt fromone 


end of the chamber to the other. The Gentle- 


men, Knights and Lords going along and before 
his Lordſhippe, were receiued by the Mayordo- 
2 to the Queene, and fo conducted to her pre- 
ſence. 

After ſome conference and complement his Lord- 
ſhip taking leaue of her Maieſty, forthat it beganto 
be late, all the Lords, Knights and Gentlemen, were 
called vp to the Queen,as tormerly they had been to 
the King, cuery one after other bowing himſelfe in 0- 
beyſance and kifling the skirt other Highneſle kirtle 
departed : being conducted by the ſaid Dukes and 
Lords which both brought them to the Court and 
accompanied them backe againeto his lodging. 

Sunday, the nineteenth day of May, the Kings Ma- 
ieſty wentin proceſſion, firſt going intothe Church 
neerethe Pallacecalled Saint Paules, &afterthrough 
che towne toa Church called Saint Marres; in maner 
as followeth : _. Ph 

Firſt went many Friers ſinging, bearing amongſt 
them diuers crofles, banners, and other ceremcnious 
reliques of the Church ,- the Sacrament being like- 


wiſe catied by foure church-officers. 
F 2 Then 
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Then followed diuers Noblemen according to 
their degrees. 
| Nextbeforethe Kings owne perſon went the yon- 

gerof the Princes of Sauoy. 

Then the king himlelte in perſon: after whom fol- 
lowedthe Cardinal being Archbiſhop of Toledo,and 
with himthe Prince of Sauoy the elder brother. Then 
followed together, the Prince of Moroco, the Empe- 
rours Ambaſſadour: the Ambaſſadour of France :the 
Amballadour of Yerice : after whom followed diuers 
Gentlemen »f the Kings chamber, andthe reſt of the 
traine. After dinner there was preparation madefor 
the chriſtening ofthe Prince , and for that the Courr 
ſtood from the Church , there was ſet vp of purpoſe, 
for a more cloſe and conuenient paſſage, a very large 
Scaffold adioining tothe end of a long Gallery , and 
co the Churchlikewiſe, the timber whereof was all 
couered with cloth of Gold veryrich , andthe Scat- 
fold being high was a good meanes to giue ſightto 
all the people. The manner of their comming to 
Church was in this ſort : The Kings Trumpets were 
placed neere and before the Church, in feuerallcom- 
panies, alwaies ſounding and one anſwering other: 
about foure of the clocke in the after noone, there ap- 
peared, deſcending by the Scaffold afore mentioned, 
to £0 into the Church of S. Pazles, whichzas is like- 
wiſe ſaid,adioining to the ſcaffold;the Knights, Lords 
and Grandes going before : and ſome Dukes of eſpe- 
ciallname, bearing diuers ceremonies likewiſe ; as 
the Szlera or Salt borne by one, the Taper of wax by 


another, the Chriſome by another : thenthe Crown 
borne 
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borne by the Conſtable,before whom went the King 

of Armes. The Prince was borne. by the Duke of 

Lerma,in his armes; bur tied to him with a rich ſcarfe 

or Band : he was aſſiſted by the Prince of Savoy and 

the Conde of Miranda. Then followed the Infanta 
inachaireas it ſhould feeme made forthar purpoſe, 
and borne by diuers Gentlemen of the Kings bed and 
Priuy chamber , on their ſhoulders, afliſted by the 
. yonger Prince of Savvy. Ar the Church doore the 
Cardinal ſtaiedforthem in his Pontificalibus accom- 
panied withthree Biſhops andother cſpeciall officers 
of the Church : theſinging men going before, and 
ſo conducting them to the Font , which was richly 
prepared and couered with a Canapy of cloth of 
gold ; the Cardinall performed allthe ceremonies ac- 
cording to the order of their Church, andſo with 
Church muſicke, noiſe of Trumpets and many other 
wind Inſtruments they finithed their ceremonies, 
returning in ſuch maneras they went, being accom- 
panied alſo with moſt ofthe great Ladies of the king- 
dome, and thoſe of the Courr. 
He was Chriſtened Philippe DomineoVidtor. 
ES His Godfather was theelder Prince of Savoy, of 
whom he tooke his name, Ye or. 

His Godmother was the 1zfarts his Siſter. 

His Lordſhip was placed conueniently in the 
houſe of the Conde d' Rubadania, inthe morning, 
both to ſee the proceſſion, as alſo the going of the 
Prince to Chriſtening. But ſo ſoone as they were 
paſſed by , he with ſome other were priuately con- 
ucied througha gallery onthe backeſide of a Mona- 
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ſtery intothe Church, into a place appointed of pur- 
poſe for him and the Lords that were of his com- 
any. 

f On Munday inthe after noone the Ambaſſadour 
Leadger was by his Lordihip preſented to the King, 
and by him gratiouſly reccaued and allowed. That 
day inthe aſter noone, came diuers Ambaſſadours 
to viſit his Lordſhip : as firſt, Dox Franciſco de Me- 
ſchite Ambaſſadour tor the ſtate of Yerice; as allo the 
French Ambaſſadour, Mon/reur Baron we Barault 
Cheualier,who after ſome thort ſtay departed. At the 
time ofthe French Ambaſladotis being there, came 
likewiſe the Ambaſſadourreſiaunt for the Emperour. 
His Lordſhip cuer ſhewing much affability and cur- 
telieand accompanying them on their way to their 
coches with kind behautour of his, being greatly ob- 
ſerued, cauſed an extraordinary reſpe and an excee- 
ding loue of all men towards him. 

That nighcalfo came to viſithis Lordſhip the Car- 
dinall of Toledo : being a very ſtately Prelate, well di- 
ſcended, very rich, in his cariage very curteous; and 
in his expence liberall, as by the apparelling of his 
pages and ſeruants , and by hisrich Sumpter cloths, 

angings and ſuch like might well appeare. 

\ Tueſday, the one and twentieth of May, his Lord- 
ſhip was conducted by Dor Blaſcowvnto the church 
called S. Mares, toſeethe ceremony and ſtate of the 
Queeneschurching , whircher the King and Queene 
came together; the King riding on horſebacke, the 
Queeneina very rich chariotof cloth of gold drawen 
by toure horſes all trapped and harneſſed with cloth 

| of 
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of golde : in which chariot likewiſe ſat the Infanta. 
Next followed in another chariot, the yoong Prince 
inthe armes ofan ancient Ladie. After followed two 
other caroches of blacke veluet, wherein fat diuers 
Ducheſles, Counteſles, and other great perfonages, 


widowes. 
Then followed foure other caroches, all of one fa- 


ſhion,wherein ſat ſeueral Ladies the Queenes Maids. - 

This was the farſt day of the Queens going abroad, 

and as we accounted of it, her Churching day. 

| This day his Lordthip was inuited to dinner to the 
Conſtables, where he was accompanied by the Duke 
of Alberquerque , the Duke of Ceſa,and others. The 
maner of teaſting being not viuall in Spaize, andour 
company being many, could not all receiuethat con- 
tenement which the Conſtable defired to giue inge- 
nerall. For the countrey conſidered, it is muchto be 
maruelled , how they could do whatthey did ; burit 
plainly appeared,nothing was left vndone for want of 
coſt,and that all preparation was madethat the coun- 
trey could any way affoord for their enterteinment. 

Wedneſday his Lordſhip was viſited by the 
Conde de Lemos, accompanied with diuers Noble- 
men and men of good quality. 

That day likewiſe, and Thurſday, his Lordſhip vi- 
fited aſwell the Ambaſſadors afore mentioned, as alſo 
diuers other Lords aad Ladies inthe towne. 

Friday, the foure and twentieth day of May, Tho- 
94s Knoell Eiquire , his Highneſle feruant and Meſ- 
ſenger for the deliuerie of certaine Preſents 10 the 
King of Spain, expecting and attending the Kings 

pleaſure 
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pleaſiretherein , was ſent for by Don Blaſcoto come 
and bring the ſayd Preſents into a private Garden be- 
longing to the Duke of Lerma, where the King and 
Queene came in perſon to receiue the ſame. The 
Preſents were fix Horlſcs(three for the King,and three 
for the Queene) with ſaddles and clothes very richly 
imbroideredand coſtly ; two Crosbowes with ſheifs 
of Arrowes; foure Fowling-pieces, with their furni- 
cures, all very richly garniſhed and inlayed with fine 
- plate of golde; and one couple of Lime hounds of an 
extraordinary goodneſſe. Which Preſents were ac- 
ceprably receiued; the King and Queene very much 
obſeruing and admiring the richneſle and faſhion 
thereof. 

On Saturday the fue and twentieth day of May, 
there came to viſit his Lordthipthe Biſhop Salu#ims 
Taernſins Biſhop of Montepolitan in Hetruria , and 
Ambaſſador for the Duke of Florence. After dinner 
came likewile to viſithis Lordſhip D. Ian de Bourch 
Conde de Figaroa, Preſident of Portugal, with his 
foure ſonnes. Thatday alſo cameto viſit him, toge- 
ther with the Conſtable, the Conde de Oliuares ac- 
companied with diuers Marqueſles and Earles. This 
Conde was one of them that was in Enelandin the 
time of Queen Mary. The ſame day in the afternoon 
his Lordſhip viſited the Queen and deliuercd hera 
—_ rich Iewell as a token from the Queen of Eng- 

nd. 

Sunday and Munday his Lordſhip went abroad 
to viſit diners Nobles that had formerly been with 
him, as alſo ſpending ſome part of the ſame time in 

concluding 
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concluding with the Councell of Spaine of matters 
concerning his Ambaſlage : and of all things neceſſa- 
ry for the ctteRing and pertorming the ſame. 

Tueſday the eight and twentieth day of May, his 
Lordſhip and allthereſt ofthe company were inui- 
ted to Cinner tothe Duke of Lerma;where they were 
moſt honourably intertained,receauingtherc all con- 
rentment that might be, for beſides the plenty ofhis 
chearethe manner ofthe entertainment could not be 
|  bertered. Acthe Table his Lordthip was accompa- 
nied with the Duke of Zer-ma,the Duke of 1nfantaſeo, 
the Duke of Alberquergue. 

; They were attended vpon ar this feaſt by diuers 
Nobles,Marqueſles and Earles, with many Knights 
and Gentlemen ofthe Kings priuy chamber and tew 
others. - 

And beſides the ſeucrall forts of muſicke, during 
the timeof dinner, his Lordſhip and thereſt hauing 
recciued what could be poſſibly giuen atthe Table, 
they were caried downe into a faire court, paued 
with ſquare ſtone, in the middeſt whereofwasa foun- 
taine of cleare water. The whole Court couered with 
canuas to defend and keepe off the heat of the ſunne, 
which atthat time ſhone extreamly. Inthis Court 
was of purpoſe a ſtage erected, withall things fitting 
fora play , which his Lordſhip andthereſt were in- 
uited tobehold. The King and Queen being in pri- 
uatelikewiſe. Spectators of that Interlude. To write 
of cuery particular ofthe Dukes entertaininent, were 
roo much:;.for he tooke exceeding careto performe al 


chings with the greateſt ſtate, as wellappeared in _ 
* _ that 
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that for that the kitchin was crofle a ſquare Court, 
there were ſer vp high poſts of timber with canuas 
ſtrained, tocouer and defend the ſame in the paflage 
of the meat fromrne drefler. The ground being like- 
wile couered with hangings of leather thatno duſt 
| ſhonidariſe whileſt the ſeruice paſſed by: At this feaſt 
ſcuerall Healths were druncke to the Kings of Great 
Brittaine and Spaine , and tothe happy continuance 
of the peace: begun by the Duke of Zerma, ſeconded 
by his Lordſhip, and performed by allche company 
at the tabje. Many Ladies of great account came pri- 

_ uately to ſee and obſerue his Lordſhip and the com- 
pany as they fate at meat, well allowing and applau- 
ding the plentyand bounty vſed atthis Eaſt being in- 
deed ſuch a one as the like was not ſcene in Spaine 
many yeares before. 

Wedneſday his Lordſhip concluded with the 
» Conſtableand. Alexander Ronda, Senatour of Mil- 
laine ,as concerning all matters touching the taking 
of the Kings oath. . 

Thurſday the thirticth day of May , being Corps 
Chriftiday,the King went in Proceflion, and for that 
he would be ſcene by the Engliſh, the courſe was ap- 
pointed by the gate where his Lordſhip lodged. 
The manner was, as followeth : 

Firſt, came eight great Giants, three Men, three 
Women, & two Mores with a Taber and Pipe play- 
ing and they dauncing. Then followed certaine Pil- 
grimes clad in blew. After who came many Crofles, 
being in number, 25. or 26. borne & attended by the 
officers of the ſcuerall Churches to which they be- 

longed. 
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longed. Amongſt whom were alſo mingled diuers 
pictures of Saints : as Saint Jon, S. George killing the 
Dragon, Saint Michael, Saint Francis, Saint _1n- 
arew, Saint Dominicke, Saint Martin, the picture of 
Chriſtin ſeuerall formes , Mary Magaalen, our Lady 
in divers faſhions alſo. Many holy and pretious re- 
liques, Friers Mories dancers, in maner of Gyplies, 
beaſts with fire-works, Wild-men and ſuch like toies, 
a5-ir ſhould ſeeme to draw the people more readily 
with admiration. Afr theſe tolloweddiuers other 
Church reliques, Friers Auguſtines. Other Friers 
ofthe order of Saint Frarcy with their reliques. Ma- 
ny Churchmen with lighted tapers in their hands; 
the Kings Pages bearing torches : Then the Sacra- 
ments borne by foure Churchmen in rich Copes: 
Then the Lords and Grandes of Spazne ; Then fol- 
lowed the King bearing a lighted taper of Virgin 
wax; after whomfollowed the Cardinall, the Empe- 
rours Ambaſladout, the French Ambaſſadour , and 
the Venetian Ambaſladour ; the Prince of Sauoy, the 
Prince of Moreco and others, all bearing their tapers 
lighted in their hands. 

The fame day his Lordſhip ſtaied till foure of the 
clocke after noone,vntill his Highnefle pleaſure were 
knowen , that he waspleaſed as that day to take the 
oath formerly agreed on between them. Abour 
which time there cameto his Lordthip Don Blaſco de 
Aragon, who brought word tharthe King expected 
his Lordſhips comming to the Court as that day, 
and therefore forthe more conuenient paſſage ofthe 


Nobles and Gentlemen that were to attend him thi- 
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ther, order was taken,thar all ſhould be ſupplied with 
Gennets that wanted and would ſend to the Kings 
ſtable for the ſame. Euery man being furniſhed, his 
Lordſhip ſet forward tothe Court, the Conitable 8 
Don Pedro de Suniea being fent to accompany his 
Lordthip thither, as allo divers other Knights ayd 
Lords,whoſe names,forthe ſodainnefie of their com- 
ming and the number ot them being fo many, could 
not behad. His Lordthips owne Gentlemen were 


 inſeverall coches afore and (taied atthe Court gate 


expcCing his Lordihips __— thither, where 
| likewife great preparation was made : diuers Noble 
men and others ſtaying there to receauc his Lord- 
ſhip and his company. Amongſt whom were rhe 
| Dukeof Lerma and ſome other Grandes and thoſe 
ofthe greateſt Lords in Sparne. 

His Lordſhip _ thus receaued, was conueied 
vpthrough a long Gallery into a Preſence, and fo in- 
ro another inner roome:the Gentlemen,Knights and 
Lords euer going before in very good order, In 
which roome his Maieſty ſtaied for the comming of 
his Lordſhip, receauing him with affable and kind 
congratulation,and tooke himalong with him by his 
ſide. The Kings Sergeaunts at Mace going firſt, after 
following all the Graundes and Lords of Spaize one 
among another : then the foure Kings of Armes in 
their coats of Armes : then the Duke of Zerma bea- 
ring the Sword naked , wherein onething is eſpeci- 
ally to benoted , that the Duke bare nor the Sword 
vpright,as is the cuſtome of Exglana,bur bareitlying 


ypon his right ſhoulder : ſo the King and his Lords 
2,4 ; went 


went together into a very faire banquetting houſe ve- 


ry lately buil:, the Ambaſſadour Leadger, the Lords 


anddiuersothers following. 

The King fitting in bis Eſtate, his Lordſhip and 
the Ambaſſadour Leadger were placed vpon his left 
hand : the Grandes and other the Noblemen of 
Spaine being ſeated onthe otherhand , two degrees 
lower. Before theKing was brought a little Table, 
whereon lay the Bible anda Crucifix vponit. The 
Archbiſhop of Toleds read the oath with a reaſo- 
nable loud voice:at one part ofthe oath his Lordſhip 
held the Kings hands berween his : to which oath 
the King ſware kneeling and laying his hand vpon 
the Booke, and afterwards ſubſcribed to the Ar- 
ticles and Agreements drawen and concluded by 
both Kings. | 

Friday,the one &thirtieth day of May,his Lordſhip 
dinedearly, for thatthere was that day appointed 'a 
ſport, which they call nego deToro,and allo inego de 
Canas: and for that his Lordſhip and all his company 
from the meaneſt to the higheſt, ſhould hauetha 
pleaſure of the ſights, there were ſome appointed 
to. ſee euery Engliſhman furniſhed of conuenient 
roome : which they did;Don Blaſcohimſelfe taking an 
eſpeciallcare and reſpe thereof. About the middeſt 
of the day came the King and Queen riding on horſe- 
backe with many Lordsand Ladicsall on horſebacke 
likewiſe, after the Spaniſh faſhion , euery Lady ac- 


companied with one or other man of worth : his - 


Lordihip was placed in the ſtanding with the King 
G 3 _ and 
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and Queene 3 and the other Lords were placed not 
farre off. [There were that day killed foureteeneBulsz 
the maner whereof was in this fort : Firſt, the market 
place,being very ſquare and of a great largeneſle,was 
round builc with Scaffolds very ſtrong 3 the ground 
couercd very thicke with ſand, ſothat they were faine 
diuers times to bring in many carts of water, bothto 
allay the duſt as alſo to coole the reflection of the 
ſunne vpon theplace.. In which,none were appoin- 
red to be but ſuch as were del{:gned to play the ſports. 
The Bull being turned out, they thotte ſticks with 
ſharpe pins and pricks which might ſticke faft in his 
skinne, thereby the more madding him , he ſeemed 
to be molt valiant that durſt atray the Bull in the face 
and eſcape vntouched : but ſome eſcaped not well, 
for it colt them their liues. There was another maner 
of ſtriking the Bull in the face with ſhort ſpeares , to 
the which diuers Lords and Gentlemen very well 
mounted , their pages following them with diners 
hand-ſpearcs for that purpoſe ; wherein many ſhew- 
edgood valour, and ſtrake the Bull very cunningly 
and manly : but yet forme of their Gennets payed 
dearefor it, being both hurt and killed. Tothis ſport 
came two Gentlemen one after another, and as it was 
reported, ſupplying the places of Champions to the 
King, riding on horſes blinded, and ſo taking their 
ſtand, waiting for the comming of the Bullagainſt 
them, very manly with aſpeare of good length and: 
ſtrength , ſtrake him inthe head , and eſcaped with- 
out hurt, though not being without danger, 
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After this, beganne their ſports of wego de Canas, 
wherein the King himſelfe was an Actor. Firſt came ' 
riding twelue Drummers with Kertle-drummes play- 
ing; then followed thirtic Trumperters, all clad in 
red and white lilke coats ; then followed twelue Age- 
mulaes or great Mules with coverings of red veluet, - 
bearing bundles of Canes, tied and chained with 
great hooks of ſiluer : then followedthe Kings Gen- 
tlemen and Pages richly ſuited , being to the number 
of two and thirtie or thereabout. After them were 
led by ſeuerall Groomes {ix and twentie riding horſes 
richly couered. | | 

Forthe two Princes of Sauoy wereſhewed : Firſt © 
ewo Pages riding , bearing on their armes Targets all 
white : after whom were ledde three horſes couered 
with capariſons of blacke veluet imbrodered richly 
with pearle : then followedeweluc other horſes, clad 
likewiſe in blacke veluet,but imbrodered with filuer. 

For the Duke of Lerma were led fix horſes with 
capariſons of white and red: the Groomes and Pages 
attending, andall alike ſuited. 

For the Conſtable. were led foure and twenty hor- 
ſes of feruice couered with white and greene : his Pa- 
ges and Groomes al{oalike ſuited. 

The number of horſemen that ſhewed themſelues 
in theſe ſports were fourefcore , whoſe names hereaf- 
ter follow , according to a notethereof delivered by 
one of good woorth and of cſpeciall reſpe&t with the 
King.

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At their firſt appearance they came riding inby ] 

couples two after two, very ſwiftly, richly attired 

- with their Targets on their ſhoulders , holding and 
ſhaking long ſtauesfuch as the Moores or Arabians 
are deſcribed to vic. When they were all come,they 
diuidedtheſelues toſides , cuery fide into foure ſqua- 
drons,cucry ſquadron being tenne in number; when 

_ they were ready holding their ſtaues in their hands, 
the Kings fide gauethe firſt charge; the other {ide vn- 
dertaking the ſame and charging on them likewiſe . 
thus they continued ſtill chaſing one another , ſqua- 
dron vpon ſquadron throwing their Canes one after 
other, by the ſpace ofa long houre or better : and fo 
their ſports ended. 

Saturday the firſt of 7ure his Lordſhip was inuited 
by the King toſee a muſter ofarmed men, inaplace 
called El campo , being launces, light horſemen and 

Carbynes, to the nuunber of two thouſand, whereof 
the Duke of Zerma was the Generall. His Lordſhip 
ſtood with the King and Queene , thereſt of the En- 
gliſh were placed in a Scaffold, builtfor them of pur- 
poſe : which ſaid ſouldiers being diuided made ſome 
ſhew of falies each vpon other , very pleafingly and ; 
warlike : and after a few skirmiſhes, drew themſelues 
into a ring, and marching along vnder the window 
where his Maieſty ſtood , departed. 

Sunday, Munday and Tueſday were vſed as daies 
of reſt after their great feaſts : and ſpent onely in 
viſitation and matters of complement with one or 
other. | 

Wedneſday his Lordſhip diſpatched Sir 10hn Tre- 
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wor for England with letters of intelligence to his 
Highneſle : who tooke with them the Aduantaze, 


which lay at Saint CAnareas with the reſt of the 


Shippes. 
Thurſday, the ſixth day of 74ze, his Lordſhip was 


appointed buch to dine andſuppe early , which he 
did,becauſe both his Lordſhip, as alſo all other the 
Engliſh Lords and Gentlemen, were inuited to ſee a 
maske, about ſix ofthe clocke therefore came Dor 


| Bliſcoto condu& his Lordſhip andthe reſt through 


a priuate Gallerie ofthe Kings which joined to his 
Lord(hips lodging , tothe appointed place, which 
was the new built banquetting houſe formerly ſpo- 
ken of, by them termed the Grand/ala:where was ap- 
pointed very conuenicnt roome for his Lordſhip and 
the reſtofhis Followers. 'The roome was garniſhed 
with three hundred andewenty lights of wax, al fet in 
ſtanderds of {iluer, of diuers faſhions, ſome great and 
ſome ſmall. After two or three ſeuerall ſongs ſong by 
diuers voices in parts, placed ſeuerally in the ſame 
hall for that porpoſe; the maske appeared, and began 
as followeth: 

Firſt came thirty Mulitions clad inlong garments 
of red Taffaty garniſhed wellto the ſhew, playing 
on ſenerall inſtruments. After whom followed ſix 
Virgins dauncing : one bearing in her hand a Sunne, 
another a braunch of Oliue-tree: anorher an Ancor : 
another a Sword with two points : on citzer point a 
bunch of lowers. 

Then followed a Charriot,” made of an Antike 


faſhion, being drawen by two line horſes, but excec-, 
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ding little. In the vpper part whereofſate the /nfanta, 
 witha ſcepterof gold in herhand : withthe piQuure 
ot a doue on rhe vpper end thereof ; at herfeet fate 
tv/0 other Virgins, who attended her. On either 
ſide went diuers Pages, bearing Torchesof white 
WAX. 

Arthe vpperend of the Hall was appointed a very 
rich State all of Maſons worke, aſcending vp by 
degrees richly gilded, and garniſhed with diuers 
ſtatues all gilt ouer ; 1n which were planted three 
chaires : two great , and one leſſer, and that between 
the other two. In which middle chaire the Infanta 
being taken out from her Charriot was placed. The 
' two Virgins neere her, andthe other {ix vpon the de- 
grces atthe foot ofthe Eſtate. Artheneather end of 
the ſaid hall ſtood the Maskers in a Gallery contriued 
forthe purpoſe, who vpon the drawing of a Curtyn, 
appeared as it were in clowds. The number of them 
were eight and twenty Knights and Ladies, beſide 
torch bearers,wherof the King and Queen were two: 
thereſt all Grandes and men of great Honour. The 
Ladies were all the Queens Maides. The ſaid Galle- 
ry being builtin manner of an arch, and fully ſer with 
lookingglafles , with the light of the torches ſnone 
asif it had been garniſhed with infinite number of 
ſRarres. The mulicke playing , the Maskers deſcen- 
ded by foure and foure ata time in a ſtage made in 
faſhion ofa clowde, and fo dauncing to the vpper 
end ofthe Hall, before they could returne backe 0- 
ther foure appeared, and fo ioined altogether , vnrill 
the number were come forth and then daunced al- 

together 
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together in good forme and meaſure. 
After diuers daunces and meaſures appointed of * 

purpoſe forthis ſhew 3 the King and Queen, and fo 

lIikewiſeall the company, vamasked themiclues ; the 

King and Queen taking their ſears intheplaces and 

chaires before mentioned : before whom were diuers 

Galiards daunced by the ſcuerall Lords and Ladies 

vnmasked. The Earle of Perth and the Lord 1l- 

oughby were inuited anddaunced likewiſe. The King 

and Queen diuers times ſalied outfrom their chaires _ 

of Eitate and daunced openly. Artlaſtthey begana | 

Calling daunce, which was begun by the Duke of 

Zermaholding a torch lighted in his left hand. The 

maner was; euery man called forth 2 women,chuſfing 

one eſpeciall, conducted the other to her place , and 

left the choſento call out 2. men , who likewiſe deli- 

uering thetorch toone eſpeciall, conducted the other 

to his ſeat. Thus it paſſedto and fro amongtmany of _ _ 

the great Lords and Ladies; at laſtthe King was cal- 

led, andhis L. likewiſe; butthe torch being deliuered 

to the King , his L. was againe brought to his ſear. 

The King called forth the Queen and another,and af- 

ter a few trauerſes, when the time came he ſhould 

haue choſen and delivered vp his torch, he delivered _ 

it toa Page ſtanding by, and ſothe ſports ended. 
Friday,the ſeuenth of 1une,hisL.was appointed to 

take leaue of the King, and fo to ſerforward on his 

iourney for Englaxd ; therefore taking notice of his 

L. deſire of returne, ordered hethould haue audience 

' in the after noone. In the meane timehis Highneſle 


ſent by Don Pedro gunigs and fome other, diners 
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chaines of gold tothe number of 14. or thereabouts, 
 tolome of the Kings ſeruants & his L. chiefe officers: 
hauing likewiſe before ſent by Doz Pedro gunigavnto 
the Lords and many other Knights and eſpecial men 
ofhis L. company and traine ſeuerall Iewels and 
chaines , very rich. About foure of the clocke in the 
afternoone, his Highneſle ſentto bis L. avery rich 
preſent of Iewels , both for himſelte and his Lady, 
which were preſented to him by Dox Blaſco and 
brought by the maſters & officers of the Iewel houle, 

who were by him well gratified and rewarded. 
Not long after, the Conſtable and others came to 
glue his L. knowledge of the conueniency of the time 
or our comming to the Court: whereupon his L. ac- 
companied with the Lords, Knights,& Gentlemen of 
his traine in ſeueral coches,went to the Court, where 
they were receaued by diuers Lords and Officers of 
the Court,at the Pallace gate, from whence the Kings 
guard made a paſſage cuen to the kings Chamber, 
TheKing ſtaied to receive his L. inagallery 5 which 
' was long butnarrow , with whom his L, had conte- 
rence in priuate by the ſpace of cliree quarters of an 
houre : andfearingto giue offenc* by tediouſneile, | 
made motion to his Highnefle, that the lords and 
others of his company might likewiſe take their 
leaves. The king very well pleaſed rherewith ; the 
©» Lords,Knights& Gentlemen took their leaues,being 
generally well reſpected ofthis Maiefty. To conclude 
all, his L. rooke his leaue alio, receauir.g many gratt 
ousand kiad words from is Matefty, as alſo ating 
with a Diamond, 1:id;9be. oj tac valew of 3050, 
pounds,

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pounds , which he put vpon his L. finger, andas he 
faidin tokE of wedding himin true loue perpetually, - 


commanding the Duke of /zfantadzo, to condut his 


L. andthe reſt to the Queen in like manner to take | 


their leaue of her Maieſty. 
Being broughtto the Queen where ſhe ſate vnder 


acloth of Eſtates with the Ladies & Maids of honor, 
about her : forthatit was late his L. made no long - 
ſtay, afcer a ſhort time ſpent in complement tooke his / 


leaue of her Highneſle : as alſo, ſo didall otherthe 


Lords and Knights of histraine: ro whom the Queen 


moſt reſpeCtiuely bowing her ſelfe, with much fauor 
and grace, gaue thema kind Farewell. 

His L. being now throughly furniſhed of all con- 
uenient meanes for his iourney,about 5.of the clocke 


the fame day, being Saturday and the 8. day of une,  ' 


ſer forward, being accompaniedin his cochwiththe 


Conſtable & diuers other noblemen in othercoches, 


accompanying his L.a mile or more outof thetown, 
wherethey raking their leaues departed. That night 
we rode 6; leagues to atowne called D#enas. The 
next day being Sunday we rode 9. leagues toa town 
called From:/ta, where forthat Dop Blaſco andothers 
were behind,his L.thought good to ſtay all Munday, 
leaſt the weather being very hot, might roo much 
trouble them in riding poſt, and that were to come 
after. That night Dos Blaſco, ouertooke his Lordthip 
at Fromiſta. 

Tueſday, the 11. of une, his L. dined at O/orno, 
and ſomwhatlate after dinner rode to Herrerato bed, 
where-he was lodged in a faire houle of the Con- 
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ſtable of Caſti2s. Within this houſe are placed diuers 
pillars with letters engrauen after the maner of the 


Romanc'inſcription , & ſo they plainly appeareto be 
monuments of the Romanes, and lettas reliques of 


_ theirbeing in that country. 


| Wedneſday, the 12. of 7ue, his Lordſhip rode 
from thence 8. leagues and lodgedar a rowne called 
Agailar de Campo : the Marqueſle of Aguilar being 
Lord thereof. 

Thurſday , werode forward 7. leagues to atowne 
called Rynoſo : atowne ſeated in the middeſt of the 
mountaines. vaY 

On Friday , his L. rode toYi/aConchato dinner, 
being 3. leagues and very ill way 3 after dinner we 
rode 4. leagues further to a townecalled Ya Cinil, 
to bed ; being the worſt way and the worſt place of 
intertainment we had in the whole country of Spaine, 
being indeed ſeated amongſt moiitains which harbor 
many bearcs,wolues & other wild beaſts, and where- 
with the country round about 15 much troubled. 

Saturday, the 15. day of 1urme, we cametoS. Au- 
dreas being diſtant trom YillaCiuil 7. leagues, where 
his L. was receaned by the Magiſtrates and officers a 
mile out of the towne. Allthe ſtreets were ſtrawed 


with ruſhes and hearbs, and decked with bowes, and 


at his entrance into the towne, they gaue him many 
great ordinance, with volly of ſmall thor. 

That nightthe Ambaſſador Leadger, Don Pedro de 
e#nnzge, who accompanicd the King to Burgos, came 
alſo to S. Andreas , where during the time of his ſtay, 
his L. expreſſed his bounty by rewarding Dor Blaſcs 

. the

rhe 4poſentador and all the Kings other Officers and 


ſeruants with great chaines of golde, faire iewelsof « 


good value, and large ſummes of money, to their ge- 


nerall contentment. 
Sunday, Munday and Tueſday his Lo. reſted at S. 


Anzers , alwell for that the horſes ſent by the King, - 


his L.ownc horſes, &the Ambaſlador Leadgers hor- 
ſes came not ill Tueſday , as allo for furniſhing the 
ſhips with freſh water and viftuals for hisreturne for 
Enzlanz., And on Sunday in the afternoone his Lo. 
invited the Apoſentaior Mayor,Don Blaſco de Aragon, 


and others, aboord the ibips, wherehe made them a- 


very great banquet 3 and at their going off ſaluted 
them with many pieces of ordinance. 

His L. having on Wedneſday the 19 of Iune,with 
all expedition that conueniently might be , ſhipped 
the horles, and ſupplied the ſhips with all needfull 
prouiſions, abourthree ofthe clocke in the afternoon 
caine aboord his ſhip called The Bearc , lying atroad 
a long Engliſh mile fromthe Towne, bringing alfo 
with him Dopx Pedro deguniza, Whotaried and ſup- 
ped with his Lordihip that night. After ſupper his 


Lordthip cammanded his Barge to conuey him to 


his appointed lodging, wkich was in the Repille, 


where hcentred, the Trumpets ſounding, and being 
ſaluted with many ſhot of great Ordinance. 

In the fame road his L. ancored till Thurſday and 
ypon Thurſday we put to ſea : but for that rhe tide 
was ſpcnt,and'the winde falling out contrary, after an 
houre ortwo failing, we were driuen to caſt ancor 3 


reſting that nightrill the next tide : at which time his 
[ Lo. 
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Lo: hoiſted ſaile and put to ſea, and with ſcant winde 
ſailed Friday and Saturday. On Sunday the weather 
tel outvery foule and ſtormy, inſomuch as the Waſt- 
ſpight ſpent in that ſtorme her maine maſt, but eſca- 
ped further danger. Munday, Tueſday and Wedneſ- 
day wefailed but with very vnconſtant windes,being 
many times becalmed. On Thurſday afternoone the 
land was deſcried, but very farre off. Thatday and 
nigh: we failed within ſight of land : and vpon Friday 
about toure of the clocke inthe afternoone we came 
to an .ancor before Portſmouth, but ſomewhatfarre 
incotheſea. Thatnightalſo came the Waſte-ſpight, 
who made great meanes tocome ſo foone, hauing 
ſpent her maine-maſt, as is aforeſayd. Some of our 
company made hard ſhift thatnightto go on ſhore, . 
enduring the hardneſle of the weather, whichfell out 
il] all that evening. 

On Saturday morning early his Lordſhip went in 
his Barge to the Repulſe, wherein Doz Pedro was,and 
knowing that the ſayd Don Pedro much deſired to be 
on land, hauing indeed endured much ficknelſle at ſea; 
tooke himinto his Barge, and fo with the company 
of ſome other Boats and Pynneſles, came on ſhore at 
Portſmonth betore eight of the clock in the morning, 
where they were receined with many ſhot of great 
Ordinance from the Caſtles,Forts,and Walles of the 
Town. On the ſhore ſtood Sir Lewezs Lewkzs knight, 
accompanied with the Mayor and Officers = the 
Towne, ready to recciue the ſayd Ambatladours, be- 
ing (as it ſhould ſeeme) appointed ſo to doe by the 


King and Lords ofthe Counſell. That day cuery one 
haſtened 


| 7 DEVS 
haſtened to get off their luggage from the thips ; pre- 
paring to'goe forward likewiſe on their way toward 
London. 


Thenext day, being Sunday, his Lordf{hip reſted 


there, wentto the Church, and heard a ſermon pub- 
lickly. | | 
- Munday his Lordſhip having aſwell by mcanes of 


the Kings officers and ſeruants, who were ſent for the 


purpoſe thither, as by his owne care, prouided for all 
neceſlarics to ſupply-him in his journey towards Zor- 
don ; about cleuen of the clocke ſer forward, riding in 


his Caroch, and taking the ſayd Don Pedro along - 


with him : and fo came that nightto 4/zc, where 
they lodged that night. Y 

Tueſday the ſecond of Tuly,his L. rode from 4lror, 
and lodged that night at Guilford, hauing taken eſpe- 
ciall care, both that Dox Pedrothe Ambaſſador Leid- 


ger, whom his Lo. had brought along in company,  ' 


thould be reſpeRiuely prouided for himfelfe as was 
fitting , asalſo all other his followers mott plentifully 
ſupplied for all neceffaries in their trauell, and that 
freely without charge or expence to any of them. 

Wedneſday they rode forward towards King or, 
where the Conde de YVillamediana and others (tayd ex- 
peRing the comming of the ſayd Ambaſſadour : and 
where alſo his Lordthip had bounrifully prouided 
for rheirentertainment in generall. 

Thurſday his L. having appointed the L. Howard 
of Effingham and ſome others of the better ſort to ac- 
company the ſaid Ambaſſadour and the Conde ae 
Villa medianato London: he himſelte with the reſt of 

S his 
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his company rod for Windſor caſtle, where asthen 
the King lay for his pleaſure of hunting , who there 
preſenting themſelues to his Maieſty, were of him 
,  moltgratiouſlly intertained and welcomed. At what 
time alſo his Lo. receaued further order from his 
Highneſle when he would be pleaſed to gine audi- 
encetotheſaid Ambaſladour , and to admithim to 
his royal Preſence, according to appointment,which 
was accordingly pertormed, atthe Court at White 
hall, on Sunday the 14. day ofthe ſaid moneth of uly 4 
following. Yay 
Now for tiat it doth not fully appeare by this for- 
merreclation of his Lo. trauell & journey, how hono- 
rably and with whatreſpect , he and his whole copa- 
ny werereceaucd & intertained:; Ye ſhall vnderſtand, 
thatfirſt, vpon our landing at the Groyze, the Gouer- 
nour ofthe country of Galic/a, as is afore rehearſed 3 
and as it ſhould ſeeme , by dire& order from his Ma- 
ſter ; vpon the former arriuall of certaine ſhippes, 
wherein were the horſes and other preſents ſent from 
his Maieſty tothe King of Spaine 3 had drawen toge- 
ther much people , and thatof the better fort of the 
whole country , of purpoſe to make ſhew both of the 
ſtrength of the country, as alloto be the moreready 
todo ſervice in fupplying the Englih with all neceſ- 
faries ; and forthis purpoſealfo , their greateſt care 
was, tnatduring ourabodethere, there might ap- 
peare no want of any. thing. His Lo. as isaforeſaid, 
was lodged inthe Gouernors houſe, which of itſelfe 
was very little, and not able to giue intertainment to 
ſo greata company. Therefore cipeciallcare _ 
cn 
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ken, that euery man might according to his eſtate, be 
lodgedas conueniently and as ſufficiently asthe place 
would giue leaue. The towne being much decaied 
by reaſon ofthe late warres nor as yet reedified fi- 
thence the ſaccage thereof, by Sir John Norrys and 
Sir Francs Drake. But we muſt acknowledge that for 
the greateſt part euery man was lodgedthere without. 
exception. The care for lodging was not ſo much as 
was their exceeding care they had for prouiſion of 
victualls and viands to ſerue the companie : that 
countrie of Galicia being indeed veric mountainous 
and vnfruitfall. And therefore, although his Lo. was 
very ſufficiently prouided for at the Gouernours 
houſe, and thatſithence the roome there, being little, - 
could not by any meanes ſupplie all : order was ta- - 
kenthat in euery houſe, wherein any Engliſhman 
lodged, prouiſton of diet was made for himand his 
ſeruants at the Kings proper coſt,wherein of neceſſity 
we muſt obſerue both the great charge, as alſothe_ 
great care, that was taken to ſupply all neceſlarics in 
the beſt faſhion : notwithſtanding which,there was 
daily prouided folargea table as conuentently could 
be, forall ſuch Knights and Gentlemen as wouldat 
their pleaſure come to attend and keep his Lo. com- 
pany at mear.. This interteinment beginningthe firſt 
day of our arriuall at the Groyne, which was the 16. 
day of April:and continuingallrhe time of our being 
in the Groyze, which was till the third of May follow- 
ing, whattime we fect forward on ourland journey, 
being then likewiſe furniſhed of Mules both for ri- 
ding andcariage, all ypon the Kings charge. 

oy The 
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Thenumber of Mules ſent to his Lo.for riding and 


cariage were 800. or there abouts, whereof 24. were 
great Aſſmuilas of the Kings prouition , and appoin- 
ted for his Lo. owne cariages : belidethe mules for 
the Spaniards themſclues and theirneceſlaries, which. 
were eſteemed aboue 400. the Muletters to regard: 
theſe Mules were numbred to be 2boue 300. 
The company of Engliſh were accounted 650. Be- 
ſides theſe the king ſent many of cuery office in court, 
ſome with the Apoſentador Mayor afore mentioned as 
diuers others Apoſentadors or harbengers 3 Stewards, 
Vihers for the Chambers, Sewyers & officers forthe 
Table, officers of the Ewery, Pantry ,Scller, Chaun- 
dry, 40. of the Spanith guard to ſerue the Table, 
cooke paſtelers, and ſuch like. Euery of theſe being 
particularly furniſhed with ſuch neceſlaries as belon- 
ged to his office, as we might wellperceaue, for that 
through the whole1ourney, they were faine to carie 
by mules from place to place all the ſaid neceſlaries 
fortheir ſeruice, as plate, linnen, bedding, hangings, 
chaires, tables, formes, paſtry boards, kitchin furni- 
eure, racks, ſpits, pannes, and fuch like : as alſo, moſt 
of thcir prouiſton of meale,wine,oile,vineger, herbs, 
fruit, ſweete-meates , and \uchother. Wherein the 
laide officers , did fo carefully and wiſely behaue 
themſelues , that it appeared there wanted 'no will 
in them either in care or paines, to gine content- 
ment to the whole company of the Engliſh. This 
charge of the kings endured , vntillthe rerurne of his 
Lordihipto the thippes at S. Andreas : with very 


e little difference either of meats or ſeruice at any time. 
Whither 
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Whither, for thatthe way from the Groywe was by 
experience found to be both long'and ill, his Lo. 


had formerly directed the ſhippestogo , there to a- 


bide and ſtay his returne, being indeed not aboue 
halfe the way from Yalodelid , incompariſon of his 
tourney fromthe Groyne, Both in our going andre- 
turne we might well obſerue , how 1eifull our com- 
ming ſeemed tothe common people , both by their 
manner of behauiour, which was curteous, as alſo by 
their ſpeeches, which were moſt kind : who for that 
they found by experience the il] reports made hereto- 
fore ofour nation alrogether vntrue, admiring our 
ciuiliry and good behauiours; being cleane contrary 


to that which had been formerly preached vnto them 


by taeir Churchmen and Friers; wereceaued that 
kind congratularion and viage, that was poflible for 
themto giue and vs asſtrangers and trauailers to re- 
ceaue. Inſomuch, as well weoblerued as we paſled, 
the countrey had taken exceeding care to make the 


waics both eafie andpleafing for vsto paſfle, digging 


downe hils in many places, and mending the waies 
with timber,ſtones and earthzno doubt to their great 
Paines and charge, | 

By which it moſt plainly appeared, with what ioy 
and comfort they rgceaued the peace generally, ma- 
nifeſting the fame aſwelby their deeds as words. And 
no doubt performed much more thankfulneſſe to 
their King for procuring it , than they would make 
ſhew of ioy tovs forobtaining it. / 


And yet what words might expreſle, that might 


wedaily heare, for we might obſcrue,how they _ 
che 
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ched the ſame in pulpits and ſpake of theſame euen 
in their open plaies and Interludes , making,as they 
ſaid, many feaſts and ioies for the bleſſed peace. 

The bounty of the King in gitts aſwell ro his Lo.as 
to divers other of his followers , together with the 
great charge his Highnefle was atduring our aboad 
there, gaue vsnotſo good contentment in generall, 
as did the good eſteeme and bchautour we tound in 
all tromthe higheſt tothe meanelt , vpon cuery oc- 
calion miniſtred to them to ſhew the ſame : either in 
particular or in generall. His Lo. receauing all very f 
thankfully , and not without a reciprocall ſhew of his 
bounty and good will againe, being indeed of his 
purſe not ſparing, and (with pardon be it ſpoken) as 

liberall in his degreeas was neceſlary : whoſe cariage 
and behauiour during the whole tourney being ſuch, 
and vpon good intelligence, ſutticiently knowen to 
his Maieſty, who imploied him , and by him is both 
gratiouſly allowed and accepted; he himfeltehath 
cauſe ſuthcient of gladneſic, and no other cauſe of ex- 
ception in any fort. So concluding with the bleſſing 
of our Sautour, Beari pacifict , let vs pray to Almighty 
God to make his Maictity as carcleſſe of warre, as 
hee from time to time in his great iudgement ſhall 
finde peace to be neccflary ; {:ispeople and fubiets . 
cuer obedient to all his dei:zgnes and appoint- 
ments either in warre or peace,and his Maictty 
himſelle bicſt with long life , health and 
ability ro vadergoe cither, as it 
ſhall jceme beſt to the diuine 
Mateity. C_Amen.
